‘vealed in a table just issued 
by .the Bureau of Public 
Roads. 


This table, bureau officials state, 

* gives a complete statistical history 

of the growth of gas taxes in the 

United States and shows that motor 

vehicles are paying their share in 
road construction. 

In 1919, Colorado, New Mexico, 
North Dakota and Oregon were the 
only states with the gasoline tax 
and the tax earning that year was 
$1,022,514. 

In 1920 the gasoline tax amounted 
to $1,363,902 and Kentucky joined 
the four states already collecting 
the tax.

teen and the amount of taxes 
earned to $12,703,088. In 1923 
there were thirty-five states 
earning a total gasoline tax of 
$38,566,338 and the tax rates per 
gallon of gasoline had been in- 
creased in number of the states 
which had previously collected 
the tax.

RUBBER IMPORTS 
TOTALED 25,982 
TONS IN AUGUST 


Eight Months’ Period 


Gained 24,417 Tons 
Over Year Ago 


EW YORK, Sept: 13.— 

While importations of 
crude rubber into the United 
States for August, at 25,982 
tons, showed a decline from 
the same month last year of 
5,602 tons, the total for the 
eight months ended August 
31, at 271,706 tons, was 24,- 
417 tons ahead of the same 
period a year ago. 

These figures, compiled by the 
Rubber Association of Ameriea, 
Inc., represent the estimated net 
weight in long tons. 

From. plantations, always the 
source of heaviest imports, the 
total for the past month was 
24,431 tons, as against 29,921 for 
August of last year. Among the 
plantation sources Singapore 
stood far in the lead, with 10,- 
105 tons imported. Penang rank- 
ed second, with 2,679 tons. 

Shipments from Paras of 640 

tons; from Africans of 175 tons and 
from Centrals of 496 tons repre- 
sented slight gains over August last” 
year in each instance. 

From various sources the waste 
rubber imports totaled 1,033 tons, 
miscellaneous imports were 840 
tons and Balata 40 tons.

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Necessity Makes Progress 





"MI ANY years ago one of the greatest automobile engi- 


neers remarked to the writer that “the sliding gearset 
is barbarous engineering. It can’t last long. Before five 
years are gone we shall have something infinitely better.” 
.Nearly four times five years have passed since then and the 
sliding selective gearset is still standard equipment on al 
cars except one, the Ford, which uses the planetary trans- 
mission, which is certainly no better engineering than the 
selective type. 

The fact is that in spite of its obvious drawbacks, 
the sliding gearset has served its purpose well enough 
to get by. The truth is that there were other improve-" 
ments in the motor vehicle more insistent on the brains 
of our engineers and chemists. The traditional type of 
gearset has always been acknowledged to be rather a 
clumsy unit, performing its function in a roundabout 
and not particularly efficient manner, but it could be 
depended on to do its appointed work, and while other 
and more necessary developments demanded attention, 
the gearset has had to watt. 


_., It always. happens that real need finds its answer in 
the brains of inventors and developers. We have had the 
self-starter, electric lighting, and a dozen other improve- 
ments which have made the modern motor car what it is 
today, and still the old-time gearset retains its place in the 
mechanical unity of the car. 

At the present moment we have before us another 
instance of how a vital need forces invention and improve- 
ment. Scarcely a day passes that we do not hear of some 
revolutionary improvement in the motor fuel field. Within 
he past month the Automotive Daily News has carried 
stories describing new processes in extracting fuel from 
hitherto unused sources. From England recently we heard 
that a chemist had invented a new method of distilling coal 
to yield a type of fuel as cheap as gasoline and of equal 
power value. From Germany came a news item detailing 
the invention of a German chemist who has discovered how 
to make gasoline from wood. From our own government 
chemists in Washington just the other day came an account 
of a series of experiments with grain dust, indicating that 
this product is a potential motor fuel. 

For some years the warning has been sounded that our 
supply of petroleum fuel was limited. Our natural resources 
in this respect are being rapidly drained. The result was to 
start the best chemical brains of the world working on the 


problem of giving us a fuel from another base than petro-; 
leum but embodying all the virtues of the traditional gaso-}| 


line. 


None of the present experiments may give us‘the sought | 


for substitute, but one thing is certain: long before our 


supply of petroleum fuel is exhausted we shall have another | 
source to turn to for the power to drive our motor vehicles | 


on land, sea, and in the air. 


It is announced that the New York, 
& Hartford Railroad loses annually $37,000,000 
through the competition of motor vehicles. And yet, 
isn’t this the railroad which is nearing a profit on its 
operations after many years of deficit? 

And isn’t this happy condition due in some part to 
the substitution of motor trains and motor bus lines for 
branches that have hitherto been unprofitable?
